"No other element in this war is 
mon important than sea power," 
said Dr. Colby, in his last lecture of 
I lie "Europe at War" series. In the 
long run the issue will be decided by 
(lie triumph of the Oermau urmy or 
the Hritish navy. This statement 
does not belittle the services of the 
allied armies, as the control of the 
sea is a wonderful advantage to the 
arms on land. 

In Mahau's "Influence of Sea 
Power on History," the substance of 
which was given In the form of lec- 
tures before the Naval Academy of 
the I'nited States, his thoughts will 
be found in brief tn the first two 
chapters of this volume, namely, the 
introduction, and the discussion upon 
I he elements of seu power. The prin- 
cipals herein stated are elucidated 
to apply to the naval operations be- 
tween I860 and the close of the Na- 
poleonic Wars. The book may be 
read with understanding and edifica- 
tion, even though one possess no 
technical knowledge of the sea. Ma- 
han illustrates the- importance of 
controlling the sens by depicting the 
Second l'unie War as a triumph for 
the Roman sea forces more than for 
the Legions. . 

Although it was not Mahun's pur- 
pose to inflame and stimulate Ger- 
many upon the course which could 
.inly enci in conflict with Great Hrlt- 
ttln, 1 this was nevertheless the result, 
as can readily be shown. "The Influ- 
ence of Sea Power" was so simple 
and so effectively illustrnted that 
universal attention was at once at- 
tracted. Most of all, it caught the 
eye of the German Kniperor, who or- 
dered two copies to be added to the 
; library of every German warship. At- 
I tcr the enlargement of the German 
, army, the occupation of Kiau-chau 
1 was a long and direct step toward 
the commencement of the German 
; naval programme, as it furnished a 
concrete argument in favour of a 
large fleet. In 1898 the first German 
Naval Hill was passed, to be followed 
I two years later by a well remembered 
I bill which revealed in its fulness the 
' ambitions of Pan-Germans. 

Our advantage in this war comes 
from the control of the seas, and 
that of Germany from hnr network of 
strategic: railways. The gnat task 
of Jellicoe and Beatty is like that 
which befell Nelson in his day, name- 
ly, to keep in touch with the enemy's 
High Sra Fleet and render it power- 
less. Jellicoe has been more success- 
t fill to date than Nelson in two re- 
[garde, He has prevented the Gcr- 
; man fleet from getting Into the High 
[Seas at all; and much less damage 
has been Inflicted on the British mer- 
chant marine even by German sub- 
marines than was done to it by Krench 
crrisers and privateers. As there has 
been no serious clash of the oppos- 
ing fleets In this war, there Is a great 
deal of professional curiosity regard- 
ing the possible modification of Ma- 
han's theory. The'advance In the 
cruisers to a tonnage- equal to that 
of superdreadnougbts, and the great 
increase In speed is generally con- 
ceded to he of great value to a fight- 
ing force. The value of cruisers lias 
always been kept in mind by the 
Hritish Admiralty, since the time 
when Nelson was prevented from in- 
tercepting Napoleon at sea by the In- 
feriority of his cruiser squadron and 
their importance bus been further 
pronounced since the Jutland battle. 

The services which Flshor, Church- 
ill and Jellicoe co-operatively have 
rendered the. nation will long he es- 
teemed. Fisher, as First Sea I^ord, 
i increased the superdreadnougbts' size 
so as to embarass Von Tlrpltz Into 
deepening the Kiel Canal, or else to 
remain very Inferior In gun power. 
He also devoted incessant attention 
to gunnery, the advantages of which 
are readily shown by historical Inci- 
dents. As for Jellicoe, his career is 
well known before he was placed In 
command of the Grand Fleet. The 
nature of his training is common 
knowledge, and his service to the 
Empire Is known to everyone. Win- 
ston ChurchlH'8 experience In the 
Soudan and South Africa leave no 
doubt of his nbllity. At the opening 
of the war the navy was no doubt in 
a high Stale of preparedness, due en- 
tirely to Winston Churchill and his 
colleagues. 

There nr.. many adverse opinions of 
Churchill's ability, but It Is well to 
note that thirty-six hours before the 
opening of hostilities the British 
Home Fleei was so disposed in the 
North Spa that It was impossible for 
the German Admiral to take the of- 
fensive. It v.-ns the Kngllsh and 
French navies against those of Ger- 
many and Austria, and although the 
allies bad it hands down on paper 
from the outset, modern ships can go 
to the bottom so fust as to make the 
results unknown. However, every- 
one knows the enemy's fleet bot- 
tled up at present. The opening ac- 
tions of the war are notable. Of 
[these th« battle of the Falkland Is- 
lands is by far the most brilliant, 
then ".men Heligoland. A month lat- 
M the Germans had a partial revenge 
in linking the Ai.oukir, -the Creasy 

Md the llngue. 

Dr. Colby will treat of the rcma. n- 
Ing events of the war in his next lea 
lure, which will be the last for this 
session.

Surely as a Mi-Gill student you would not 
like to have it said of you that you could not do as well or even bet- 
ter than other battalions,' Dut unless many of the men change their 
attitude this will be the case.

Dear Sir, — Some of us students find 
thy system of marking the attend- 
ance which is in use at the present 
time ai McGill to be unsatisfactory. I 
do not ihiuk that the authorities are 
exactly to blame for this, as they 
probably have not looked at it from 
this point of view. They are accus- 
tomed to look at it from the point 
of view that all excuses, except ill- 
ness and domestic affliction, are triv- 
ial and cannot be taken into account. 

If seme of l he lectures conflict, it 
is often a couple of weeks before the 
faculty has rearranged them suit- 
ably. It is only sane to suppose that 
students cannot attend two lectures 
at the same time, which even may 
he in different buildings. Why, then, 
should we hi- counted absent from the 
one that we could not attend? Sure- 
ly this is more than a trivial, every- 
day excuse, 

The difficulty could lui overcome 
by giving us our attendance if we

The biologists tell us that war causes 
racial degeneration, since it kills off 
the strongest and leaves the unfit, 
the halt, the lame, and the blind, to 
perpetuate the race. Tin- economists 
tell us that it means loss all round, 
loss to the vanquished and loss to 
the victor; yes, and loss to the Whole 
civilized world, for one part of so- 
ciety canuot. become diseased with- 
out affecting the other parts. Lastly 
the moralists tell us that war is sim- 
ply collective mardi r. 

Some people would have us believe 

ihat war is ennobling in its effects] 

but this is the very reverse of Hie 
truth, tl Is immoral and degrading 
/or some men to be given almost un- 
limited power over other m<-n; it 
degrades him that commands and him 
that is cotnmandixi. Women should 
lie tbe first to realize this, for wher- 
ever militarism flourishes most there 
woman's position Is lowest.

Tobacco requires a large amount of care throughout 

its growth. Constant shallow cultivation is practised after the 
tobacco plants are set out until they have reached a sue where further 
cultivation would damage the leaves and injure the roots. The plant, in its 
early stages is liable to injury from the attacks of the tobacco-worm and other 
parasites which commit great devastation in the crops.

A subscriber bus received the fol- 
k-wing letter from tile Quartermas- 
ter Sergeant of the -'"1st Canadian 
Siege Battery, formerly known as the 
McGill flattery: 

"I shall try to give you some idea 
of our experiences since last writing, 
which wus Just prior to our depar- 
ture from Halifax, if my memory 
serves me right. 

"Arriving at lite dock where the

The men 
found themselves quartered immedi- 
j ately under the poop-deck, in whul 
j was the steerage smoking-room in 
j peace times.

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small imperial camp, purely an ar- 
tillery camp. We were tfne first 
Canadian Battery to enter its sacred 
precincts. It has a more permanent 
and solid appearance than the others, 
and has advantages lacking in tlie 
others. The men for tlie first time 
re having some sort of gun practice 
and gun drill. The worst features ] 
are having some sort of gun practice 
mess. It has rained almost without 
a stop since We came, and each night 
a high wind conies up, drifting the 
ram into everything. It is impos- 
sible to keep one's feet dry— and 
coughs and colds are the order of the ' 
Jay. Little sympathy is shown for 
anyone who reports sick, so this cus- 
tom is not practised unless absolute 
ly unavoidable. There were some of 
the boys here who should have been 
in bed the day they had to march 
here, ten miles through the rain— ( 
hut as they have not gone under yet, 
no doubt everything was all right. 

"The sergeants' mess is a joke— a ' 
tragic joke. The men are fed like 
fight ing-cocks, but for some reason I 
can't understand, and can only sur- 
mise, the. sergeunts are not supposed 
to require, any solid nourishment at 
all. Of course all the sergeants in 
camp fare the Same, all grouch, but 
nothing seems to be done to improve 
matters. Fancy after an afternoon's 
work in the open with the rain fall- 
ing, and coining in to a banquet of 
two sardines, a slice of very old 
bread and a cup of tea. Instead of 
the sardines it may be a spoonful of 
jam. a stalk of celery, and small por- 
tion of canned salmon or two slices 
of beet-root. At lunch, of course, wo 
always get some kind of beef, and if 
wo are very lucky, a tiny portion of 
pudding. All soups are barred, the 
bones being too precious. These lat- 
ter are all annexed by the Minister of 
Munitions for his glycerine depart- 
ment. 1 got badly called down by 
the Inspector of Messing for allow, 
tug the men to have soup. Also, hav- 
ing some surplus cash, they got a 
breakfast ol' bacon and eggs one day, 
for which 1 was also pounced upon. 
'Gross Extravagance' — eggs being 
now 4d. a piece. Incidentally, food- 
stuffs are going up at u great rate, 
and it is difficult to feed the men 
even without being extravagant. The 
Government issue only beef, bacon, 
bread, tea, sugar and salt as free ra- 
tions— the rest must bo bought from 
an allowance of 5' /8 d. per man per 
day. 

"Work for the day usually begins 
I about 7 and ends about 4. After that 
the men are free to go or do pretty 
much as they like. But the weather 
has been so impossible (hat most of 
us stay In camp. Aldershot. Parn- 
ham, Farnhorough. Fleet, are all from 
; three to five miles away, and on Sat- 
urdays a pilgrimage is usually made 
to one or other of these places, just 
to relieve the montony — for to me 
:the worst feature of the whole busi- 
ness is the unbroken monotony. The 
country round Wltley was very pret- 
ty and interesting, quite a number 
of historic little places around, such 
as Godalming, Guildford, Compton, 
(where C. F. Watts, the artist, had 
his home, and where his private stu- 
dio is still open to the public). But 
here the surroundings are flat and of 
little interest of any kind. 

"The whole day aeroplanes are flit- 
ting across the camp, practising all 
ma nner of stunts. 

"After six months without leave, 
the long-awaited permission was giv- 
en, and on Friday night, Oct. 21, I 
hiked off to London en route for the 
.North. Spent a very pleasant tlmo 
at my brother's place, stayed a night 
at Dumfries, and put in two days in 
Edinburgh. I enjoyed every moment 
of it, and the worst of It was the in- 
evitability of returning, However, 
that had to lie done — and there was 
no good of boggling at it. When the

MINERS' CERTIFICATES. 

First of all, obtain a miner's certificate, from the Department in Quebec, 
or from toe nearest agent. The price of this certificate Is $10.00, and it is 
valid until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which the mineral rights be- 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of this certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 
acres. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

During the first six months following the staking of tlie claim, work on it 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license Is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It Is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS. 

The attention of prospectors is specially called to the territory In the 
North-Western part of the Province of Quebec, north of the height of land, 
where Important mineralized belts are known to exist.
